Last, and full of sii 
sational attraction, came upwards of 
200 Persians with heads shaved bare 
on top in Moslem style, and with 
sharp steel gloves, between the com- 
mon butcher’s knife and sword in 
length, aud about the weight of the 
latter. Urged on by the priests who 
walked between the two single files, 
these terrible weapons..were brand- 
ished as shouts of vengeance upon the 
murderers: of Hasein rent the air in 
wild enthusiasm. The bearers of the. 
swords were dressed in white robes, 
each person grasping his neighbor 
the girdle with. his left hand, as he 
flourished in angry demonstrations 
the sword of Allah with his right. 
After marching thus twice around the 
court, the most horrid and sickenin 

scenes were enacted. . The men with |
